English elections make it evident 
that no matter what happens at the 
remaining polls, John Redmond must 
command the situation. The theory 
of the English press that as the Irish 
opposed the budget, Mr. Redmond 
must mow vote against Premier As- 
quith finds no favor in Ireland ex- 
cept with a minority, which does not 
count. 

For Mr. Redmond the dominating 
feature of the situation is the neces- 
sity of crippling the House of Lords 
because until it is crippled there is 
no chance for a Home Rule bill. He 
will certainly guide the party in ac- 
cordance with this consideraticn. 

Mr. Redmond does not accept the 
estimate that the budget will add 2. 
000,000 pounds ($10,000,000) a year to 
Irish taxation; he fixes the figure at 
only 500,000 pounds (§2,500,000) and is 
convinced that any Tory budget would 
cost Ireland much more. He will 
make the best terms he can tor Irish 
interests, but will not sacrifice the op- 
portunity of depriving the House of 
Lords of power for any minor ques- 
tions.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL ATTACKS

The Statute Providing That Judges 
Must Pass Sentence on Prisoners 
Five Days After Trial, Will Aid 
Murderer to Escape Punishment and 
is Deemed Unconstitutional.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. %5.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] In a brief filed in the Ap- 
pellate Court today, the Attorney- 
General attacks the constitutionality 
of a law passed at the last session of 
Legislature requiring judges to 
sentence upon prisoners within five 
days after they are convicted. Ordi- 
narily, the Attorney-General’s office 
would uphold the constitutionality of 
a law, but it happens in this case that 
the law was invoked to aid a murderer 

escape punishment, so there is

The Attorney-General’s office points 
out that the section is out of joint 


interference with the jurisdiction of 
the courts and the exercise of juris- 
diction which comprehends the giving 
of sufficient time to judges in deter- 
mining questions of law so that their 
judgments will be achieved only after 
mature consideration. 

In other words, a too hasty deter-

acres of coal jand as a virtual gift, 
is working in the interest of these 
Canadians, but in conjunction with 
a group of American capitalists. who 
are, he declares, attempting by the 
same bill to get contro! of the Katalla 
coal in another part of Alaska.

Clarence Cunningham, whose claims 
to large tracts of Alaska coal lands 
have been largely responsible for the 


Ballinger-Pinchot controversy, 


pressed the opinion tonight that John 
E. Ballaine would not find it easy 
to make a profit mining coal in 
Alaska, if he had to pay the govern- 
ment 50 cents a ton royaity, as he 
proposes, according to dispatches from 
Washington. 

Mr. Cunningham is now at Ocean 
Park, a seaside suburb, with his fam- 
ily. He showed keen interest in the 
offer of Mr. Ballaine, who, he said, 
was the builder of the Alaska Cen- 
tral Rallroad, and financially respon- 
sible. 

The coal lands sought by Mr. Bal- 
laine were the cream of the Alaskan 
coal fields, he said, but the govern- 
ment would have to finance a thous- 
and miles of railway to carry the coal 
to tide water, before there would be 
any money in the proposition.

The value of a card of membership 
in Mr. Stork’s society is somewhat 
affected by the fact that Stock him- 
self is Convict No. 19139, discharged 
from San Quentin, May 23, 196 He 
served three and one-half years for 
forgery on a seven-year sentence, but 
was paroled. Since nis release from 
San Quentin he has been guilty of 
what tne detective department here 
refers to as “sharp practices.” He 
was arrested in Yuma, Ariz., about 
three months ago after he had or- 
ganized a “nest” of Owls.

We all remem- 
ber the late Hon. William R. Morrison of Illinois, 
who, when his party was discussing the tariff 
question during his service in Congress, proposed 
that instead of revising the schedules separately 
they should be reduced all through by a given per- 
centage. It was called the horizontal tariff reduc- 
tion, and Mr. Morrison acquired the sobriquet of 
“Horizontal Bill.” 

Gov. Marshall's notions are still more horizontal 
than those of Mr. Morrison. His way of cutting 


+ the tariff is as expeditious as that of Alexander of 


Macedon in severing the famous Gordian knot. 
He has a very simple method. First. ascertain 
what amount of money is required to be raised by 
tariff levied upon imports from abroad, then ascer- 
tain the gross value of al! the imports coming 
into the country, and, dividing the former figure 
by the latter, get a percentage which should be 
the duty levied upon everything brought into the 
country. 

The first thing that strikes one about this idea 
is that it must mean an ad valorem tariff all 
through. The second is that it must be at the same 
percentage of value upon everything that is im- 
ported into the country. | 

Using round figures, the government must have 
not less than $600,000,000 to run its machinery for 
2 yedr. In normal times half of this may be ob- 
tained from internal revenue, leaving, in a broad 
way, about $300,000,000 to be derived from duties 
upon imports. 

The value of imports into this country (about 
half of which now come in duty-free) may be set 
down in round numbers at $1,000,000,000.. 

Now we are ready to perform our work in long 
division, and get 30 per cent. as the uniform duty 
ad valorem to be levied on all imports coming into 
the United States. : 

It looks very simple, but how many who read 
Gov. Marshall's tariff proposition realized that the 
duty would be as high as that? 

But the gist of this question is not in the aver- 
age percentage of duty to be levied. We have a 
very low duty at present upon cértain articles of 
almost universal use. To take the one uppermost 
in the minds of the people just now, there is 4 
slight duty levied upon meats and live stock suit- 
able for meats brought into the country. It is said 
to be too high. is moderate duty is charged 
with being the cause of the unbearably high prices 
of meat. We ‘have similar moderate duties levied 
upon other commodities of general consumption, 
and then we have exceedingly high duties levied 
upon commodities that are classed as luxuries. 
Champagne pays twice the duty Mr. Marshall would 

„ Diamonds, other precious stones and jewelry 
generally, all objets d'art, are taxed at 80 to 60 


per cent. 


The Democratic allegation is that all tariff duties 
take money out of the pocket of the poor man and 
put it into the pocket of the rich man. This is 
the allegation made against protective tariff. Under 
Republican administrations the luxuries of the rich 
man have been taxed exceedingly high, and the no- 
cessities of life that are required by the poor man 
are placed under « moderate tariff tax. 

Now, there are many commodities imported from 
abroad into the United States upon which a small 
duty affords sufficient protection to home industry. 
There are other things whereon a moderate duty 
will not furnish any protection whatever. In every 
such instance under Mr. Marshall's tariff scheme 
we would import a great deal more of these good: 
than now; and remeniber every such article, every 
ton of steel rails or structural steel, every cut and 


set diamond, every made-up fur garment, and so

on all down the line, made abroad and brought in 


under inadequate protective tariffs, means just so 


much work taken away from some one or more of 
our own The market price of diamonds, 
cut and set, of objets dart, of champagne, of fur 
garments, would be, lower in the United States 
under this Marshall tariff arrangement than under 
the one in force. But who would get the benefit of 
the lower price? The man who finds beef too high 
to suit his purse scarcely wears diamonds on all 
his fingers. His wife is not noted for her pearl 
necklaces, nor does she go to church ordinarily in 
a sealskin sacque. 

All short and easy methods of dealing with so 
profound and complicated a question as the tariff 
fail of their object. Let the country try Mr. Mar- 
shall’s tariff scheme for four years, and we prophesy 
that we would be very tired of it long before the 
end of the period, and that the people who would 
suffer would not be the trust magnates, but the 
“downtrodden wage-earners.” 


| (COUSIN JOHN TAKES NOTICE. 


We are delighted to see that our great and 
good friend, Cousin John Bull, after due consid- 
eration, comes around to the conclusion that Sec- 
retary Knox's proposals looking to the neutraliza- 
tion of the disputed zone of China between Japar 
and Russia are “not to be sneezed at.” He has by 
this due consideration found out that these pro- 
posals “can justly claim to have promoted in one 
respect the end which American statesmanship

Mr. Knox made no mistake when he made these 
proposals, and rejecticn by powers, either orienta] 
or European, points to difficulties which will be 
very annoying in the future management of af- 
fairs in the Orient.

As an aftermath of the automobile 
troubles during aviation week, Attor- 
ne Fred Thompson was arrested yes- 
terday morning on a charge of having
